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The Office maintains the grounds of rejection set forth in the Office Action dated 26 September 2005. 

Applicant argues on Page 15 of the Instant Amendment that Kelley fails to teach paginating one or more pages of a fixed digital 
document The Office respectfully disagrees. Kelley, in combination with Warnock, teaches paginating a document into multiple virtual 
pages by determining the number of rows to be displayed on a given virtual page (See Kelley, Figure 5, element 102, and Column 7, 
lines 13-23). 

Applicant argues on Page 15 of the Instant Amendment that Kelley fails to teach identifying and locating lines of text within the one or 
more pages of the fixed document. The Office respectfully disagrees. Kelley, in combination with Warnock, teaches that lines of text 
within a document are located by identifying the row numbers corresponding to the line of text to be included in the virtual page (See 
Kelley, Figure 6, and Column 7, lines 13-23). 

Applicant argues on Pages 16, 17, 18, and 19 of the Instant Amendment that it would not have been obvious to combine Warnock with 
Kelley. The Office respectfully disagrees. Warnock and Kelley are analogous art because they are from the same field of endeavor of 
viewing electronic documents. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to include 
the fixed digital document of Warnock with the method and program for improving the readability of digital documents of Kelley. The 
motivation for doing so would have been to present the document so as to appear to the reader in the same manner as was intended by 
the publisher. (See Warnock, Column 1, lines 63-66). 
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
